The Economists held a most sue- 
ccesful aeeting Iwit night at Strath- 
cona Hall. A UgUjr interesting and 
itstructive paper entitled "War Fin- 
ance," was read by Mr. A. Bhulem- 
son. Dr. Stephen Leacock, head of the 
Economics Itopartment, who was pres- 
oht, commented in a very flattering 
way on the merits of the paper. Tho 
work of Mr. Bhulemson met with an 
all-round appreciation. 

A lively discussion, encouraged by 
tho sparkling humour of Dr. Leucocli, 
or.auoil, aud after laughter and ice- 
cream, the meeting adiourncd. 

The subject being of the greatest 
interest to most students, we have se- 
cured the essay from Mr. Shulemson, 
and are printing it verbatim. 

Oantdian War rinance. 

Before entering Info a discussion 
of the subject this evening, Canadian 
finance since tho war, it may be well 
to briefly point out tho economic and 
financial conditions obtaining in Can- 
ada before the war, and tho economic 
and financial conditions «ffoets of the 
war. After making this brief outline, 
the finance of, Canada since tho war 
will be studied. 

Tho decode from about lOOâ to 
about. 1912 . was a period when in- 
dustrial conditions in . Canada were 
"booming." It was a period of great 
railway construction, and one wbjn 
the' re8ôurces"or"Canadi wore begin- 
ning to bo developed on a largo scale. 
This necessitated the importation oi 
a, large scale of construction material 
on which duties were paid, and which 
thus helped to increase tho federal 
revenues. Tho tariff system of Can- 
ada has been rightly described as "pro- 
tective and only incidentally for rev- 
enue," bovauso by the imposition of 
many customs duties far larger pro- 
fits are made by some nianutaeturers 
than the amount of revenue jbt^incd 
by the Federal Treasury from the du- 
ties on imports of commodities which 
tiiey produce. Thus in 1012, while 
Canada imported 201,000 tous of pig 
iron on which a duty of $2.50 per ton 
was paid to the Government, Cana- 
diah producers got the benefit of this 
duty on an output of over I,000,u00 
tons. In lOl,"? Canada imported shoes 
worth over $4,000,000, on which duties 
from 25 per cent, to 30 per cent, were 
paid, while the home production, which 
took advantage of these high duties, 
totalled over <50,000,000. The ad- 
vantage to the home producers in 
these two instances, as in n very largo 
number of others, lies in the fact that 
no excise tax. is -collected from them 
on their output. In spite, however, 
of a large protective element in the 
Canadian tariff system, the revenue 
■ '"om customs duties during the con- 
iiction period increased tremen- 
i?ly from $28,000,000 iii 1001 to 
'1,000,000 in 1013; the increose in 
« t.iable imports into Cànada being 
-ixn $106,000,000 to $441,000,000. This 
'Tease can.be traced to two causes, 
«tt the large numbcj of dutiable ar- 
mies on the tariff schedules, and sec- 
'iilly to the large volume 'of imports 
I' constructive material.

is that the revcniio from customs and 
excise taxes has always represented 
over sixty-eight' per cent, of the total 
federal revenue. This was especially 
true of tho various years from 1890 
to 1014, when customs and excise re- 
ceipts represented at least 75 per cent, 
of the total revenue. In 1915, owing 
to the decrease in imports, the rev- 
enue from customs taxes grçatly do- 
creased, and the percentage fell to 
72 per cent.' In 1016 and in 1917, ow- 
ing to the Increase in direct' taxation 
the percentage of customs and excise 
taxes to the total revenue fell to 70 
per cent., and 68 per cent, respectively. 
Tt is thus seen that the Federal Bud- 
.eet depends principally on the revenue 
from customs anil excise taxes, that is, 
tnxes on expenditure. 

In 191.T the Balkan Wars broke out. 
nnd were followed by a financial and 
industrial depression throughout the 
world.

Lieut.-Colonel MeCrae, the author 
of <<In Flaadsrs' Fields," died yes- 
terday in France froni pneumonia, it 
is reported by eable from ths Deputy 
Minister of Militia in Londoa. 

At th« time of his death, Colonel 
M'cCrae was in command of the medi- 
•ial side of the Canadian Hospital No, 
3, the McOill Unit at Boulogne, 
France. At the beginning of the war 
he entered active service with the 
first brigade of Canadian Artillery, on 
tho staff of Brig.-General Morrison, 
and during the early period of the war, 
up to and through the second battle 
of Ypres, .served with his brigade . in 
the double capacity of staff and medi 
cal officer. 

Colonel McCrao was a distinguished 
physician of Montreal, and was lec 
turer in medicine in the |uedical fac 
ulty of McOlli University. 

Colonel McCrae was a son of Lieut.- 
Colonel David McCrae, of.Gt\eIpb, Ou' 
tarlo, and a brother of Mrs. J. F. 
Kilgour, of Brandon. He' was 45'yearB 
of nge and unmarried. 

When war broke out in 1914 Dr. 
McCrnc was on the ocean, on his way 
to Kngland. Immediately upon his 
arrival there he cabled back to Can 
adu nu offer of his services. He was 
willing, ho said, to servo as a comba- 
tant or in his medical capacity, ac- 
cording to the needs of the moment. 
Dr.'-'McOrne was not without military 
experience. Ho had served with an 
artillery unit in the South African 
war and had won his majority there. 
The Canadian militia had always been 
one of his chief interests, and he was 
accustomed to say with a touch of 
humorous pride that he had been a 
soldier since the age. of fourteen. He 
had been for a number of yean on 
enthusiastic student of military his- 
tory. 

His offer to join the Canadian 
forces WHS accepted, and September, 
1014,. saw him at Vnlcartier as medi- 
cal officer to the brigade commanded 
by Col. Morrison (now Bri([adier- 
Ocneral Morrison). There was, s* the 
moment, no opportunity «for combatant 
service in his owa special branch of 
Field Artillery. 

With Col. Morrison's brigade Major 
McCrno saw service in all the actions 
in which the Canjidians were engag- 
ed in tho spring of 1915. His letters 
to friends, in Montrear at that time 
spoko much of the terrific intensity 
of concentrated artillery fire at Neuve 
Chapelle, a phase of warfare which 
had been unknown before to Cana- 
dians, anil in which Dr McCrae, be-' 
cause of his previous association with 
the artillery, was particularly inter- 
ested. 

At the second battle of Ypres, in 
April, 1915, bis brigailc was posted 
on the western bank of the canal in 
a moat exposed position, and though 
it suffered heavy casualties in men 
and guns, it did extraordinary service 
in repelling attncks and breaking up 
formations of the enemy troops mass- 
ing for attack. ' ' 

Major McCrae not only carried out 
his medical work both for his «own 
and neighboring units at great per- 
sonal risk, but, through this close

DEBTBUOnVB OUTIOISM.. 

The greatest detriment to the political and aocial progress of 
tbe age is the prevailing tendency towards destructive criticism. 
There are in every community a certain numbet of progressive in 
dividnals — those who in the cause of progress aiid improvements arc 
entirely willing to forego at least a certain amount of personal en- 
joyment and self satisfaction in the interests of a better state of so- 
ciety. There are, we repeat, a limited namber of such altruistically 
minded people. It is indeed fortunate that there are such individ- 
uals, and the only criticism we have to make of this minority is that 
it is, numerically, so. insignificant. The great majority of mankuid 
is content to enjoy such privileges as they may, under existing cir- 
onmstances, with perhaps considerable fruitless grumbling, but with 
abscilutely nothing in the shape of an attempt at the bettemient of 
their lot. This class possibly constitutes the vast majority of hu- 
manity. There is, however, still another type of person who, though 
his concern is purely personal, and is confined to the enjoyment 
of such of the good things of life as may fall to his lot, is ever alert 
to the acceptance of whatsoever advantage he perceives to accrue 
from the efforts of others towards progress. The purely selfish aspect, 
however, is far from being the chief condemnation of this latter class. 
The really detrimental and destructive part which this type palya in 
the development and progress of society is, we repeat, of monstrous 
proportions. Here selfishness, however disgusting, does as a rule 
lead to the betterment of society in general, and therefore we em- 
phasize the fact that the selfish aspect which is characteristic of such 
individuals as we have described is by no means the most important 
groimd for condemning them. It is that this person who, so far from 
accepting a share of the sacrifice and responsibility of assisting in 
advancing the welfare of society, and tho institutions important to 
its existence, confines his effort and ability to a destructive and un- 
founded criticism of his fellowman, who in his own capacity what- 
ever it may be, is strivmg to further the interests of humanity and 
help on the cause of progress, which condemns him. Such individuals 
are frequently, and more or less vulgarly termed "chronic kickiirs " 
and the designation is one which well becomes them. 

Wè have not to go far afield to meet with evidences of this pest. 
The "chronic kicker" (for critic he is not; m the proper sense of the 
term), is the bane of college institutions and activities. McGill un- 
fortunately, is, not immune to the ravages of this nuisance. Surely 
in times such as these men of this inclination should expect small 
ineroy at the hands of their fellows. The cry of the age is for united 
effort— a minimum of diffusion and a maximum of brotherly concen- 
tration in dealing with the duties which devolve upon us, as men for 
their fulfillment. '

ment in Canada, and imports into 
Canada (the mainstay of the Dominioa 
Budget) decreased 'lo , a ve?y large ex- 
tent in 1913 and 1014, even before the 
present war opened. 

Before Cunuda bad recovered from 
the industrial depression caused by 
the Balkan Wars the European War 
broke out, and brought new financial 
and in,duBtrial difficulties to Canada. 
The first effects of the war were to 
cause confusion and chaos, in the fin 
ancial markets, and .in international 
trade. Stocks exchanges closed, and 
international trade stopped. The nn 
employment problem increased, and tho 
economic situation in Canada, in jg;en' 
cral was sorious. In a few moniiis, 
however, orders for munitions and war 
xupplies greatly relieved economic con 
ditions. But the volume of imports 
which had been decreasing even before 
the war, with the outbreak of the 
war, decreased still more rapidly, and 
lid not resume il'S former level until 
1017, as the following table clearly 
shows:

I the Government had ilecreascd, the 
e.cpenditures by its various depart- 
iiutnts had in mnuy ways iiierciiscd 
Moreover, though the war has broughr, 
[•roHperity to Canada, yet tho large 
annnal increases in the public debt, 
and the consequent increases in the 
annual interest charges on it, toge- 
ther with the large annual amounts 
necessary for Pensions, have produrcij, 
such a sorious state of affairs thnt a 
remodelling of ^ the whole system ot 
taxation has become a necessity. 

This brings us then to a considera- 
tion 'of the war finance of the Gov- 
ernment, which will be treated by first 
briefly reviewing the financial meas- 
ures and returns for each fiscal yoar 
since 1914, then showing the grounds 
on which the Government's finan&iat 
policy has been criticised, and lastly 
*lidicating a few suggestions that have 
been made to improve the Canadian 

■seal system. 

In the first War Budget brought 
down 'in August, 1014, the customs 
duties on sugar, coffee, liquor aud 
tobacco, and tho excise duties on li- 
quor and tobacco were increased,^ aboi.t 
1^8,000,000 from customs duties, and 
$6,000,000 from excise taxes being ex- 
pected as additional revenue up to 
March 31, 1915. The Dominion Notes 
Act, 1914, 'and confirmatory legisla- 
tion passed 8arljr^mj^l|j«gaxe the 
Government autho|^i^fc)iî|r*.26,000,000 
cf Dominion JïIoiSs'' without holding 
any gold reserve against them. This, 
as the Finance Minister later admit- 
ted, virtually . meant a forced loan 
from the people on which no interest 
was pard. 

The total revenue in round figures 
for the fiscal yoar ending March 31, 
1015, was $133,000,000, which repre- 
sents a decrease of $30,000,000 as com- 
pared with that of 1014, a decrease 
nearly wholly due to the decline in 
imports. Expenditures on Consolidst- 
ed Fund, Capital and War Accounts 
amounted to $133,500,000, $41,400,000, 
and $60,700,000 respectively. In theory 
expenditure on Consolidated Fund, Ac- 
count is used to pay for 'current ex- 
penditure, while that on Capital Ac- 
count is used for objects of "a por 
manent nature. By a surplus would

Griddle Cakes Jellied Vegetable Salad 
and Barley Scones, mentioned above, 
are as follows: 

Bice and Cornmeal Griddle Cakes: 
1 cup cold soft-boiled rice 

1 cup cornmeal 
1 cup of milk 
^ cup flour 

4 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tableapoona brown sugar. 

Put the rice and milk into a bowl 
and mix well; add the rest of ingréd- 
ient» and tho well-beaten egg. If it 
is too thick, add a little more milk; 
last of all add tho baking powder and 
mix well. Bake very btown on a 
hot griddle. ; 
Jellied Vegetable Salad: 

Put cold cooked vegetables, cut in 
small pieces, into wet moulds or cups. 
Dissolve one and one-half teaspoons of 
gelatine in one a«'d one-half cupfuls of 
water, bring to a boil, add one table- 
spoon of sugar, fill the moulds and 
chill. Turn out and serve on crisp 
lettuce leaves with French or mayon- 
naise dressing. > 

Barley Scones: 

1 cup barley meal 

1 cup wholewheat flour 
% teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
2 tablespoons fat _ 
% cup sour milk 
1-3 teaspoon soda. 

Sift flour, barley meal, salt, baking 
powder and soda together and work 
in fat with tips of fingers or two 
knives. Combine flour mi.\turo nnd 
sour milk to form a soft dough. Turn 
out on a well-floured board, Uticad 
slightly, roll to one-half inch thick 
noss; out in diamond shapes and bake 
in a hot oven.

FeUowiing these deiini- 
tions there was a deficit of $2,500,000 
in 1916. Since, however, the distinc- 
tion between expenditure on Capital 
and that on Consolidated Fund Ac- 
counts is not strictly kept, and also 
owing to the heavy taxation which 
was introduced in 1915, and the fol- 
lowing years, the expenditures on 
Consolidated Fund and Capital Ac- 
count may in all fairness be taken to- 
gether when compared with the total 
revenue. The deficit, then, for 1815, 
Mounted tc $43,900,000, and in addi- 
tion to this war expenditures amount- 
ed to $60,700,000. The total deficit, 
then, for itlS (including war expen- 
diture), was over $104,000,000. 

To meet this deficit $25,000,000 i^is 
stated above), was obtained by issu- 
ing- that amount of uncovered Domin- 
ion Notes, then a loan of £ 12,000,000 
was obtained from the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, «,1,000,000 of Treasury Bills 
due in .June, 1915, £ 1,300,000 of Do- 
minion stock were sold in London, .ind 
lastly $5,000,000 wore borrowed from 
the Bank of Montreal. In short, over 
$110,000,000 were borrowoil to balance 
revenues and expenditures for the 
fibcal year ending March Mist, 1015. 

In February, IBl,'), when the Budge,t 
for 11*16, was brought down, when 
II largo deficit for the fisciil your, 
11)14-15 was clcMrly foreseen, and whoii 
it was seen that some *20,000,TIOO 
flouting debt would huvo to bo paid 
off during the coming fiscal year, (i.e., 
lOlS-10), the Government decided to 
increase the existing customs duties, 
and to introduce a few new direct 
taxes. This action was rendered ne- 
cessary by the fact that there hud 
been a decrease of over $30,000,000 
(from $104,600,000 in 191.1-14, to $7-).- 
000,000 in 1914-16), In customs re- 
ceipts (if we include tho increase in 
customs duties of August, 1 014). Oth- 
er factors considered wore tho lur^pv 
expenditure that was roqulrod for War 
Account, tho iiicrensu in the annual 
interest charges, and the need of a 
large amount for I'onslons. Under tho 
Special War Revenue Act, l!)lô, direct 
tiixcs pf one jxt cent, were levied, on 
the nvorngo note circulation of banks, 
on the gross income of .trust and lo.in 
companies, 'and on the net premiums 
of insurance companies, (except life, 
marine and fraternal Insurance com- 
panies). There were othor taxes on 
telegrams,, railway and steamship tick- 
ets, cheques, postal oWlors, money or- 
ders, bills of exchange, travellers' 
deques, letters, poit cards, pntenf 
medicines, non-sparkling and sparkling 
wines. These taxes on the whole were 
popularly -received, the «nly objection 
raised being to tho tax on banks, which 
was considered' unscientific and too 
low. A firoper tax on banks would 
be on their net profits, as well as on 
their demand nabilitios, viz., note cir- 
culation and demand deposits.

Su- 
gar, coffee and tobacco (specially tax- 
ed in August, 1014), articles included 
in tho trado agreements with France 
and the British West Indiès, and a 
few agricultural implements were ex- 
cepted. 

The total revenue for the year end- 
ng March ;il8t, 1916, was .•lil72,10P,000, 
which represents an increase of over 
i(.-;;!),000,OI)0 ovcV the revenue of the 
previous year. Kxpondltures on Con- 
solidated Fund, Capital and War Ac- 
counts amounted to $130,:t00,000, if.'iS,- 
500,00g, and $166,200,000 respectively. 
The surphis then over ordinary and 
capital expenditure amounted to a little 
over $4,000,000. Incluiling war expen- 
ditures, however, there was a defieit of 
162,000,000, to which was added $20,- 
000,000 of floating debt, carried for- 
ward from the previous year, namely, 
£3,000,000 of Treasury 'bills, which 
fell due in 1015,, and $5,000,000 bur- 
ruweil from tho Bank of Montreal. 
Thus In all the Govoriunent required 
$182,000,000 to meet all expenditures. 

The borrowings for tho fiscal year 
uding Jlarch :ilst, 191(i, were as fol- 
lows: First, £5,000,000 of 1920-25 De- 
benture Stock were sold In London; 
secondly, .$45,000,000 of Treasury notes 
.t20,000,000 maturing in August, 1916, 
and .$25,000,000 in August, 1017) wore 
sold in New York, and thirdly; by a 
Domestic War' Loan first autiiomed 
at $50,000,000, and subsequently In- 
creased to $100,t00,000, was floated 
iu Canada in November, 1015, and was 
largely over-subscribed. 

By this .time (tho second half of 
1!!15), economic conditioiW in Canada 
had vastly improved owing to the 
vory high prices obtained for Cana- 
dian agricultural produce. Largo or- 
ders for munitions and war supplies 
were placed in Canada, and trado was 
given new life and vigour. Machin- 
ery and other supplies wore imported 
in larger quantities, and owing also 
to the new tariff act customs roAipts 
increased by a largo amount. 

In the Budget for 1916-17 it was 
clearly stated that a greater effort 
would be mndo to pay a large part.\ol 
tho annual war expenditure from taxa- 
tion. It would be absurd, declared tho 
Finance Minister, to continue to .pay 
fot war expenditures entirely by loans, 
as had been done in the last two 
years (1915 and 1016), when the net 
debt was increased from $335,900,000 
in 1014 to $615,100,000 in 1916. Ac 
cordingly the Business Profits War Tax 
Act, 1916, was passed as a further 
source of revenue, and was expected 
tc yield .is much as $25,000,000 for tho 
first year of its operation. Tho Act 
was retroactive, since it taxed profits 
made from December 31st, 1914, .".ad 
was to continue in force until Dec. 
Slst, 1917. The reasons for introiluc- 
ing this special tax on industry was 
veiy clearly stated by tho ■ Finance 
Minister, in tho follqwing words: 
"There are in 'tiuie of wai', many 
businesses and industries, which for 
one reason or another are able to 
maintain profits above the average 
return ' to capital iu time of peiice. 
There are others whose profits arise 
directly from tho manufacturo of mu- 
nitions, or tho furnishing of supplies 
in connection with the war itself, and 
arc in some instances of- abnormal 
charactor. It has appeared to tho 
Government that persons, firms and 
corporations whoso profits have boon 
such might well bu called upon to con- 
tribute a sharo to the carryini; on of 
the wai'." . . . The Act applies «») 
all firms, individuals, [lartiiorships 
Ri:d incorporated companies except 
hanks and iiiHuraniie companies (spe- 
cially ta.xu(l under the Special War 
Kovenue Act, 1915), persons engaged 
in agriculture and firmi) or incorpor- 
I'.ted companies whose capital is less 
than $50,000, unless they are engaged 
iu making war supplies. ^

the combatant work of tho unit. 

When the McGill hoapitnl unit was 
formed iii Montreal that same spring 
by Col. Birkett, it was decided, through 
Ottawo, to offer Major McCrae a pro- 
motion to a. lieutenant-colonelcy, with 
charge of tl><s medical service (as 
opposed to the 8urgi<\l service) of 
No. n General Hospital, McOill. 
Col. .lohn McCnie was the soldier poot 
who wrote the exquisite little lyric 
"In Flnndors' Fields," a poem that 
Uns probably attained a greater popu- 
lority than any other literary effort 
of the war. He has left a ijji>utation 
as a devoted medical doctor, a soldier 
of merit, and a poot whoso fugitive 
verses have given him high rank 
among' the poets of to-day. His poems 
have appeared .'irom time to time in 
various Canadian nnd American '^maga- 
zines, but as yet, no collection of them 
has been made. The scattered verses 
that he has written since the war,- 
poems that were committed to paper 
in the ' scanty, leisure moments of a 
medical man on active service, have 
breathed .the spirit of tho true soldier, 
tbb , spirit of ' sorrif ice and of deter- 
mination to "carry on."
